USE MERCURIAL DUST 
FOR SEED TREATMENT 


In recent years most farmers have 
given up the use of formaldehyde in 
the treatment of grain for smut, using 
instead mercurial dusts such as cere- 
san and leytoson, Formaldehyde has a 
tendency to reduce the vigor of ger- 
mination of wheat, On the other hand, 
mercurial dust may increase the 
strength of germination, The provin- 
cial department of agriculture strong- 
ly advises against the use of formal- 
dehyde, particularly this year when 
the strength of germination of grain 
is low because of frost damage.—The 
Wheat Pool Budget.

HEALTH LEAGUE OF CANADA, 
New Values For Old 


A startling and challenging piece of information has been drawn to our 
attention by the Department of Nutrition Services at Ottawa. In survey- 


jing and computing nutrition values on the food available for civilian con- 


sumption in Canada last year it was found that potatoes are the source of 
35° of the Vitamin C that is available to Canadians in the present market. 
Moreover, one average potato contains enough Vitamin C to supply % of 
our daily requirement. Do you see the tremendous significance of these 
statements? Vitamin C is essential to our health and it is particularly 
difficult to obtain the amounts that we need in winter time. Yet the humble 
potato is willing to come to our rescue, if we will only take the trouble 
necessary to avail ourselves cf the value that is there. This means that 


!we must cook our potatoes properly. 


Vitamin C results in defective teeth and bone 
formation, tender joints, headaches, low resistance to infection, digestive 
disturbances and general weakness and restlessness. This same Vitamin 
C is destroyed by overcooking, especially in rapidly boiling water in an 
open kettle. 

Potatoes contain enough Vitamin C to supply one-third to one-half of 
our daily requirement—if we do not boil it away in preparing those pota- 
toes for the table. Boiled pared potatoes have become a staple daily dish 
in vast numbers of Canadian homes; with the result that Canadians are 
deriving great benefit from the energy-giving value of the potato, but are 
losing the Vitamin values which could so easily be included. The solution 
is simple enough: 

1. Bake your potatoes, or ’ 
2. Steam your potatoes, or 
3. Boil potatoes in their jackets with a cover on the pot. 

Baked potatoes are the most nutritious form in which you can eat 
them. Very little of the value of the potato is lost if it is baked. Why not 
make use of your furnace and save heating the oven. Scrub the potatoes

| thoroughly, grease the skins with a bit of dripping so they will be tender 


enough to eat, and put them on the wide ledge inside your #urnace door, 
and they will bake in about one hour. Be sure your family eats the skin 
so they get the benefit of all the minerals that lie close to it. 

Steamed potatoes are preferable to boiled ones because this elusive 
Vitamin C, though easily destroyed by cooking in water, is not as quickly 
destroyed by cooking in steam. If you have no steamer, suspend a colander 
over a pot of boiling water, put the potatoes in it and put a cover on. Done 
in this way they will take about fifteen minutes longer to cook but will 
have a very fine flavor. 

If you must boil your potatoes, do so with the skins on! Don't peel 
them first. Scrub them well instead and boil them in a covered kettle, 
Their nutritive value will be much higher.

Order Governing 
Discharged Men 
To Be Changed 


OTTAWA.—Pensions Minister Mac- 
kenzie announced a number 
changes in the post-discharge 
establishment order broadening the 
scope of the legislation which pro 
vides funds for vocational training 
and the completion of education for 
members of the armed forces. 

Principal changes remove the re 
striction that vocational training and 


completion of education must be car- | 


ried on in Canada. Many thousands 
of discharged personnel, who lost the 
right of benefits under the order be- 
cause they entered war industry, are 
made eligible once more for the 
grants. 

Under the changes for university 
education, discharged personnel may | 
enter any university or college ‘of 
educational standards approved by 
the minister.” Provision is made 
that in the case of vocational train- 
ing and completion of education, the 
minister may approve the payment 
of grants to persons residing else 
where than in Canada in_ specia! 
cases where training outside the Do 
minion is deemed advisable.

OTTAWA A policy of streamlin- 
ing has been adopted by the ( - 
dian Reserve army, cuttine training 
from 40 to 30 days, reducing the 
number of full-time personnel and 
dropping units unable to maintain 
satisfactory strength’, it was an- 
nounced.

Military Cross Awarded To Western 

Doctor For Devotion To Duty 

The Military Cross has been 
awarded to a 28-year-old Canadian 
Army physician who cared for more 
than 150 casualties during a sleepless 
48-hour vigil atop an Italian hill 
which was swept by enemy mortar 
and shell fire, it was announced by 
the National Defence department. 

He is Capt. Harold William Chest- 
nut, Royal Canadian Army Medical 
Corps, of Winnipeg, and Moosomin, 
Sask. Son of Dr. William A, Chest- 
nut of Moosomin, and a former mem- 
ber of the medical staff of the Win- 
nipeg General hospital. He enlisted 
as a lieutenant in the R.C.A.M.C, 
Sept. 14, 1940, proceeded overseas 
Aug. 4, 1941, and was promoted to 
captain Sept..13, 1941. 

The citation accompanying 
award reads:

SELLING PRICE OF WHEAT 


Canadian wheat is being sold in the 
markets of the world for prices up 
towards $1.50. This statement was 
made in the House of Commons by 
Hon, J.G, Gardiner, minister of agri- 
culture, He was replying to the charge 
that the government had stopped a 
rise in the price of wheat by fixing 
it at the $1.25 level, 

Said Mr, Gardiner; “My honourable 
friend leaves the impression that a 
price of $1.25 a bushel has been es- 
tablished for wheat and that the 
price cannot go up, No such thing has 
been done. What this government did 
last September was to place a floor 
under the price of wheat for two years 
until July 31st, 1945, on wheat taken 
in after September 28th, 1943. We 
guaranteed that every bushel of wheat 
delivered to the elevators would be 
paid for on the basis of $1.25 No, 1 
Northern Fort William; and then 
what do we say with regard to that 
wheat? We say that this wheat, dif- 
fering from the wheat which is to go 
under mutual] aid to countries to which 
we are giving relief, it is to be sold for 
what it will bring. I am not in the 
position at the moment to state what 
the price is but I submit that this 
wheat is being sold at considerably 
more that the floor price which has 
been referred to . . . wheat is being 
taken in by the government on a 
guaranteed floor of $1.25 a bushel and 
is being sold in the markets of the 
world for prices up towards $1.50, 
Every farmer who delivers a bushel 
of wheat under this program is given 
a participation certificate which en- 
titles him to the earnings of the wheat 


which is being delivered to the mar- | 
kets of the world at the present time | 


or which will be delivered in future.”
